The swashbuckling role of 
Alan Breck Stewart, a daring 
Jacobite rebel, in Walt Disney’s

“Breck is really a good fellow 
at heart, loyal to his cause, a 
good fighter, brave, quick tem- 
pered, kind hearted—but he has 
a diabolical weakness for cards 
and he is tremendously boast- 
ful,” is Finch’s summary of the 
real-life character.

Bernard Lee and John Laurie, 
was written and directed by Rob- 
ert Stevenson, with release by 
Buena Vista. Hugh Attwooll was 
associate producer.

MacArthur’s pretty wife, 
Joyce, dutifully collected a set 
of recipes which Jimmy hopes 
will give her plenty of know-how 
in the realm of cooking. 


Just before he left Britain, 
MacArthur also picked up a 
couple of recipes for butter- 
scotch and potato cakes. 


Whether or not Joyce excels 
as a Scottish cook is an interest- 
ing point, for there’s one thing 
she would like to know: “Why is 
it that in nearly all these recipes 
bicarbonate of soda is an in- 
gredient?” she asks.

American born, the actor-son of Helen Hayes 
is of Scottish descent and was delighted to travel to the land of his 


ancestors for all exterior action. 


From the Pinewood Studios in 
England casting proceeded with 
Peter Finch, a London-born 
Australian being awarded the 
real-life role of Alan Breck 
Stewart, the daring soldier of 
fortune upon whose head is a 
price. Finch, too, had worked for 
Disney before—he was the vil- 
lainous Sheriff of Nottingham in 
“Robin Hood.” Recent pictures 
have been “The Nun’s Story” and 
“Rachel Cade.” 

English actor Bernard Lee 
won the choice co-starring role 
of the treacherous sea captain, 
Hoseason, whose villainy nearly 
led to the deaths of the two 
heroic adventurers. 

The fourth co-star of “Kid- 
napped” is John Laurie from 
Dumfries, Scotland. He comes to 
the role of wicked Uncle Ebenez- 
er with a long list of leading 
roles in classic dramas, especial- 
ly those of Shakespeare. 


A young Irishman, Peter 
O’Toole, playing his first screen 
role, is sure to be snapped up by 
Hollywood. Finlay Currie, in his 
eighty-second year, is widely 
known and “Ben Hur” is his lat- 
est picture. Miles Malleson, writ- 
er of many screen and stage 
plays and actor extraordinaire, 
was first associated with Robert 
Stevenson, director of Kd 
napped,” in the scripting of the 
latter’s first directorial effort, 
“Nine Days a Queen.”

John Laurie Twice 
Plays Same Villain 


The role of Ebenezer Balfour 
in Walt Disney’s Technicolor 
version of “Kidnapped” is not a 
new one to John Laurie. In 1956 
he created the role in a BBC: 
Television screen presentation of 
the Robert Louis Stevenson clas- 
sic of high adventure. 

Few actors in the world today 
possess a classical record to 
equal that of the wiry Scot from 
Dumfries. His father intended 
John to be an architect, but war 
interrupted this worthy plan and 
changed the boy’s mind. It was 
the theatre he wanted for a ca- 
reer. 

After special training he made 
his debut in 1921 as the lead in 
James M. Barrie’s “What Every 
Woman Knows,” and the next 
year he made his classical] debut 
in “The Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor” at London’s famous Old Vie 
theatre. 

Then and there Laurie discov- 
ered that Shakespeare held a 
fatal fascination for him; he has 
never missed an opportunity to 
portray a Shakespearean role. 

Also classic is John Laurie’s 
portrait of the wicked old miser 
who plots unsuccessfully to mur- 
der his nephew but who is re- 
sponsible for the lad being kid- 
napped. Just two days after com- 
pleting this role Laurie flew to 
Melbourne, Australia, to portray 
“King Lear,” one of the few title 
roles of the Bard of Avon that 
he has not yet played.

Only Authentic Scottish Locale 
For “Kidnapped” Satisfied Walt 


Walt Disney was determined to make authenticity the keynote of 
his Technicolor version of Robert Louis Stevenson’s “Kidnapped.” In the 
two previous films produced in 1938 and 1948 in Hollywood the screen 
heroes were many years younger than the kidnapped youth and in 


neither case was the Scottish background truly depicted. 

Choosing as director a man who co-incidentally bears the same name 
as the author—Robert Stevenson—Disney first sent him to Scotland 
to steep himself in the atmosphere of the Highlands before finalizing 


his script. 

It was in springtime—A pril— 
when the “Kidnapped” cast and 
eighty-five technicians moved 
into Scotland. The problems were 
many. Some locations were twen- 
ty miles from the main base of 
operations and the geography of 
the Highlands, with numerous 
lochs, rivers and small islands, 
often made it necessary to trans- 
port the troupe across in two fer- 
ries, one with a two-car capacity 
and the other able to accomodate 
four vehicles. 

On mountainside locations at 
Ardgour, equipment had to be 
carried by pack ponies along 
rough paths hewn out of the 
mountain by the crew for scenes 
in the Lettermore Wood, site of 
the real-life Appin murder which 
plays an important part in “Kid- 
napped.” 

Further difficulties were en- 
countered at Glen Nevis, where 
sleet, rain and hail turned the 
valley into a bog, and to get to 
beautiful but remote Onich Falls 
over a mile-and-a-half of track 
and four bridges had to be built. 

When the whole unit moved 


from the ease and comfort of the 
fishing Port of Oban to the isolat- 
ed village of Ballaculish, accomo- 
dations proved an acute problem. 
All available rooms in hotels and 
guest houses for miles around 
were filled for many weeks by 
crew, cast and crowd. 


The passion for authenticity 
spread from Producer Disney 
throughout the troupe. The stars 
aimed for perfection in every as- 
pect of their performances. Peter 
Finch, already a crack fencer, 
spent many hours rehearsing 
with James MacArthur and Ber- 
nard Lee to produce one of the 
most exciting sword fights in 
films. Much effort and practice 
went into the learning of dia- 
lects and the playing of bag- 
pipes.

Have More in Common Than Name 


Robert Stevenson, the 20th 
century film director and writer, 
has much in common with Robert 
Louis Stevenson, the 19th cen- 
tury author of adventure, other 
than his name and the fact that 
today’s Stevenson is the director 
and scripter of RLS’s famous 
“Kidnapped,” Walt Disney’s lat- 
est Technicolor feature. 


The two Stevensons share the 
same young-in-heart approach to 
all facets of life; the same vivid 
memory of ‘their own childhood; 
the same stiniulating and lively 
imagination which colors their 
creative work; the same inherent 
love of change and adaptability 
to strange surroundings. 


The author of “Kidnapped” 
and many other well-loved ad- 
venture stories was first pub- 
lished in a juvenile magazine 


under the pen name of Captain 
George North; and _ Director 
Stevenson came into films by the 
writing route. He was in his 
third year of engineering studies 
when motion pictures became an 
absorbing interest. He was first 
a story reader, then wrote 
scripts. After assignments in 
Germany and France he directed 
his first film. This was ‘Nine 
Days a Queen” and it paved the 
way to his subsequent brilliant 
career in Britain and Hollywood. 

In 1952 Stevenson switched 
from movie production to the di- 
rection of television films. His 
first assignment for Walt Disney 


was to direct the popular “John- 
ny Tremain” program. His motion 
pictures for Disney are the di- 
rection of “Old Yeller’” and “‘Dar- 
by O’Gill and the Little People,” 
now climaxed by “Kidnapped,” 
for which he went to Scotland 
for all exterior scenes, and to 
London’s Pinewood Studios.

SYNOPSIS 


s OLLOWING the death of his father, orphaned 17-year-old David 
Balfour (JAMES MacARTHUR) decides to leave home. His minister, 
Mr. Campbell (OLIVER JOHNSTON), advises him to visit his Uncle 
Ebenezer, laird of the estate known as the House of Shaws. The min- 
ister also gives him a letter for Ebenezer, penned by David’s father. 

David receives a cold welcome from Ebenezer (JOHN LAURIE),and 
he understands why when he learns that his father was the eldest 
brother and therefore David is rightful heir to the estate. When Eben- 
ezer’s plan to murder David fails, the boy demands that his uncle 
accompany him to Lawyer Rankeillor (MILES MATHESON), to discuss 
turning the estate over to David. 

Before they can meet with Rankeillor, Ebenezer makes a secret deal 
with a rascally sea captain, Hoseason (BERNARD LEE), to have the 
boy kidnapped aboard his brig, the Covenant, and taken to the Carolinas 
to be sold as a slave. 

At sea off Scotland, the brig rams a fishing boat. The only survivor 
is Alan Breck Stewart (PETER FINCH), a notorious Jacobite who 
was trying to escape King George’s Redcoats. Hoseason agrees to put 
him ashore in Scotland for thirty guineas. Greed gets the better of 
Hoseason, however, and he schemes with his villainous first mate, 
Shuan (NIALL MacGINNIS), to overpower Breck and rob him. They 
seek David’s help, but the youth warns the Jacobite and, in a fight 
against the ship’s crew, the pair are victorious. Shuan and some of the 
crew are slain and Hoseason is injured in a pitched battle with pistol, 
claymore and dirk. 

During a tremendous storm the brig is smashed on a reef. David 
swims to land and learns that Alan, too, survived. On his way to join 
Breck at a prearranged rendezvous, David encounters a mounted troop 
headed by the infamous Colin Roy Campbell (ANDREW CRUICK- 
SHANK), otherwise known as “The Red Fox” and an agent for King 
George. Campbell is slain from ambush. His men think David helped 
trap their leader and give chase. 

David meets up with Breck and together they elude Campbell’s 
troops, but are ambushed by followers of Cluny MacPherson (FINLAY 
CURRIE) and taken prisoner. MacPherson, a Jacobite himself, frees 
them when he recognizes Alan Breck. Alan decides to help David claim 
his father’s estate, and they head back over the moors to the Lowlands. 
They are temporarily delayed when David falls sick. Breck takes him 
to the house of Donald Dhu MacLaren (ABE BARKER). There they en- 
counter a fierce Highlander named Robin Oig MacGregor (PETER 
O’TOOLE), who challenges Alan to a fight with the claymore, but the 
issue is settled peacefully with a bagpipe competition. 

His convalescence over, David leaves with Alan for Stirling in the 
Lowlands. To get there they must pass through a city closely guarded 
by the Redcoats, but they manage to get past the sentries at the main 
bridge. 

At Queensferry, David finally meets Lawyer Rankeillor, who proves 
to the boy that he is really the legal heir to the House of Shaws. To 
avoid an expensive lawsuit against Ebenezer, Alan succeeds in tricking 
the cheat into a confession, and the way is cleared for the youth to 
claim the estate. 

David Balfour and Alan Breck Stewart, their adventurous life 
together at an end, bid farewell to each other. Alan leaves aboard ship 
for France, where he will receive sanctuary, and David returns to his 
new home as laird of the House of Shaws.

In “Kidnapped,” MacArthur 
relives the thrills and chills of 
the Scottish youth Balfour, who 
finds himself involved in 18th 
century murder and kidnapping. 


“Joyce and I got along mar- 
velously with the Scottish peo- 
ple,” continues MacArthur, “and 
they proved to be very generous 
hosts.” 


The young man also tackled 
the ancient art of playing the 
bagpipes as part of his training 
for the role—a task which gave 
him as much enjoyment as it did 
surprises. 


“T never realized a man had to 
have so much breath to play the 
bagpipes,” says MacArthur. “By 
the time you finish playing them 
for a few minutes even, you’re 
just plain pooped!” 

On completion of “Kidnapped,” 
Jim and Joyce spent many days 
exploring the famous places of 
London. 


“We fed the pigeons in Trafal- 
gar Square, got lost in the Maze 
at Hampton Court, went boating 
on the Thames, and went slum- 
ming in Soho.” Says MacArthur, 
with a twinkle in his eye, “I can’t 
think of any better way of living 
than the way we live!”

Tall, handsome Peter O’Toole, 
who has a top role in Walt Dis- 
ney’s Technicolor film ‘“Kid- 
napped,” slept for a week prior 
to starting work in the picture.

Perfectionist Peter Finch spent 
six weeks acquiring a Scottish 
accent for his role of a Jacobite 
rebel in Walt Disney’s Techni- 
color film “Kidnapped,” a Buena 
Vista release. 

The Australian star worked 
tirelessly with dialect adviser 
John Breslin to familiarize him- 
self with the Highland brogue. 
He also arrived on the west coast 
of Scotland three weeks ahead 
of Disney’s film unit to enable 
him to absorb and practice his 
newly-acquired speech. 

He read everything he could 
lay his hands on about Alan 
Breck Stewart, the real-life Scot- 
tish hero of Robert Louis Stev- 
enson’s action-packed high ad- 
venture novel, and he amazed 
everyone with his ability to 
adapt to the role demanded of 
him. 

Mannerisms, tricks of speech, 
accent and posture were all 
painstakingly developed by Finch 
at the same time he mastered 
the plot and the dialogue. 

“But I must admit that learn- 
ing to speak Gaelic and playing 
the bagpipes proved almost too 
much for me,” grins the broad- 
shouldered Australian. 


Now forty-three, Finch recent- 
ly completed two other challeng- 
ing assignments in “The Nun’s 
Story” and “Rachel Cade,” but 
he feels that “Kidnapped” is his 
favorite. 


“Period costume helps a man 
to express himself,” he says. 
“Twentieth century living is so 
dull, it’s good to be a little flam- 
boyant from time to time.” 


When in London, Finch and his 
beautiful South African wife, 
Yolande, live in an Italian-style 
home in the Chelsea district. The 
rest of the time they live on 
Finch’s farm on the Spanish 
Island of Ibiza, where he has 
200 acres.

Take a liberal dose of adventure, add a sizeable quantity of suspense,

decides to accompany David back 
to the Lowlands and help him 
regain his rightful lands.
